sweeper comes on your 
street, and park off the 
street at those times. Sim- 
ple, isn’t it? This may 
sound inconsequential, but 
research has shown that 
90% of all storm runoff pol- 
lutants lie within one foot 
of the curb prior to bein, 
moved by storm runoff. 
Thus, anything that im- 
proves the efficiency of the 
street sweeper’s work will 
improve creek and Bay 
water quality. 

Taking this line a step 
further, we can all help the 
street sweeper’s effective 
ness by not placing grass 
clippings, leaves, oil, pet 
feces, etc., in the, gutter. 
These materials are toxic 
(the oil), or become 
sources of food for bac- 
teria once in the Bay or 
creek, which requires oxy- 
gen. This reduces the 
amount of oxygen availa- 
ble and consequently has a 
detrimental effect on fish 
and other aquatic life. 
Fecal material places dis- 
ease bacteria directly into 
the water bodies, just like 
raw sewage, and renders 
the streams and Bay un- 
safe for human contact. 
This problem has been 
eeeny unprayed in San 

rancisco Bay in recent 
years, but is still the most 
serious problem in urban 
creeks. Land disposal of 
these materials is recom- 
mended to minimize these 
problems; the land is a fil- 
ter that can handle these 
wastes much better than 
the water. Oil she fier! is

For those of you owning 
creekside property, there 
is a special responsibility 
that goes with the obvious 
benefits of having a creek 
for a neighbor. You espe- 
cially should be aware of 
the problems of 
downstream damage 
caused by deliberate or in- 
advertent dumping of 
waste into the creeks. In 
addition, your stewardshi;

These 
areas have great potential 
for improvement of esthe- 
tics, wildlife habitat, and 
recreational and educa- 
tional use. Im other areas 
the creeks flow through re- 
sidential or commercial 
land, and public access is 
limited. Undergrounding of 
both creeks has occurred 
in some areas. 

“It is the goal of the 
Creek Restoration Prog- 
ram to effect the restora- 
tion of the streams which 
are the City’s political 
boundaries to a natural or 
semi-natural state. A

Mayor Joyce Jackson has 
been retained in office by a 
siender margin while 
council members Michael 
Gleason and Patrick Grif- 
fin were soundly recalled 
in yesterday’s city elec- 
tion. 

With 58 percent of Al- 
bany’s 8,434 registered 
voters casting ballots, Mrs. 
Jackson received 2,465 
votes against recall and 
2,385 votes for recall. 

Both Gleason and Griffin 
lost their seats on the 
council, which they have 
held since their election in 
1974, by more than 400 
votes. 

The final election tally 


was: Gleason — Yes, 
2,639; No, 2,222; Griffin — 
Yes, 2,647; No, 2,211, 


Albany veters also over- 
whelmingly cast their bal- 


lots in favor of a special - 


election to fill the two vac- 
ancies. created by the re- 
call. 

Given the choice on the

election, the vote was 2,890 
for election to 1,563 for ap- 
pointment.
